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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Soltz reference does not 
require that the distance of wave propogation across the wedge exceed the dead zone because Soltz is only concerned with an echo 
signal. However, on page 9 of the Arguments as filed on January 7, 2009, Applicant admits that in the Soltz reference, "it is important that 
the echo signal in the inner surface of the wall portion of the fluid pipe locaed on the far side across the fluid to be measure does not have a 
noise." (See lines 3-5). Continuing on page 9, the applicant admits that when the distance of propogation through the wedge is made larger 
than the dead zone, this noise is removed (See lines 6-14). Applicant than states that the invention by Soltz can have any distance for its 
wedge since it is only concerned with an echo. However, the Applicant has not addressed the fact that if the distance is not made large 
enough, the transducer will not operate properly. The inherent feature of the dead zone is that up until the distance of the deadzone or up 
until the time of the propogation through the distance defined as the dead zone, the transducer will not be able to detect any signal other 
than noise. This is inherently true because the ring down of the transducer prohibits the detection of any received signals. Therefore, it 
would be required in the invention by Soltz to have a distance through the wedge which is longer than the dead zone distance, or in other 
words, a distance through the wedge will will be greater than the time of wave propgation multiplied by the velocity of propogation through 
the wedge. See attached defintion of Dead Zone. 
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
